New contracts pledging the to- 
bacco crop of 1922 and the four 
years following to the co-operative 
marketing plan of the Bwloy To- 
bacco Growers' Co-operatitS Associ- 
ation have tfeen printed and will go 
out to the county organizations of 
the association. Chief of the Field 
Service Division Joseph Ps as onne au 
said yesterday morni||g. 

Colonel Passonneau also announc- 
ed that eighty-eight contracts rep- 
resenting 239.25 acres of tobacco 
had been received by his ol^ce dur- 
ing the past week. 

The ne^ contracts contains the 
same provisions as to the handling 
of the tobacco by the association as 
are included in the old contract. 
The new members pay the same 
membership fee. The grower has 
the right to stop growing tobacco 
if he desires, t>ut% he produces any 
it must be turned over to the asso- 
ciation to be marketed. 

The new blank contains spaces 
for the reporting of the amount of 
tobacco grown in 1921, the amount 
pledged for 1922, and if the grower, 
at the time of the . contract, has any 
place 1 oJd tobacco on hand he delivers it 
to the association to be marketed.

A bulletin of the United States 
Census Bureau issued this week 
showed that out of a total population 
in 1920 of 2,416,630 persons, 2,134,- 
989 were born in Kentucky and 80,- 
966 were foreign bom. 

'Next to Kentucky, Tennessee fur- 
nished the largest number of Ken- 
tuckians, with 71,535, or 3 per cent 
of the total. There were 40,225 Ken- 
tuckians who were born in Ohio; 31,- 
918 born in Indiana; 20,444 born in 
Virprinia; 11,975 born in Illinois and 
10,453 born in West Virginia. No 
other States furnished as much as 

four-tenths of one per cent of the 
state's population. 

Of the 2.416,630 inhahitonts of 
Kentucky, ^,180,560 were whites, 
235,938 were negroes, and^the re- 
maining 132 were Indians, Chinese, 
Japaaese, and other non-whites.

No estimate was obtainable as to the 
fuiiount of tobacco deliyer^ since 
tve 'warehotites opened, nor was it 
possible to learn what amount of 
money had been advanced to the 
srowers. * 

The chief development of the 
week, however, was the circulation 
of reports that a large amount of 
the association tobacco had been sold 
to one of the large manuf acturer% 
DwewBtag that report'' ^President 
James C. Stone, of the association, 
said he could not say what amount 
of tobaeeo had been sold nor give 
the names of the buyers, but that 
several sales had been nu|4e and 
that others would be made. 4 

"That's what this association was 
•rganized for," said Mr. Stone, "to 
•ell tobaeeo, and we're selling it, 
and are going to sell more of it. The 
prices we have received for what has 
l^be* sold have been entirely satis- 
factory to the growers who are 
members of the association. 

One of the most remarkable fea- 
tures connected with the opening 
of our floors to receive the associa- 
Usa t aliatt fe e km Ma the fact that 
in almost every Instance the amount 
paid our members as an advance 
has been higher than the entire crop 
brought last year, and that in 
many Instances the advance paid to 
our members for a half crop pMiged 
to the association has been as much 
or nearly as much as the other half, 
not pledged, sold for on the inde- 
jendent loose leaf floors. 

"The members of the association 
are sitting steady in the boat and 
they are happy and contented with 
the present situation and without 
fear as to the future, i agree wMh 
Ralph Barker In his statement that 
the growers will never go back to 
the old system of marketing." 

"Landlords, members of the Bur- 
ley TobactJO Q row ers* Go-operative 
Association, should make their con- 
tracts with tenants fpij 1932 and 
succeeding years so as* to leave no 
doubt about their right to control 
all tobacco produced on their lands 
and should refuse to rent to tenants 
who are not members of the associa- 
tions," said Joseph Pa^sonneau, chief 
of the Field Serrioe Division. 

It was reported, though not con- 
firmed, that Leggett & Myers had 
purchased ihwm the Barley Tobacco 
Growers' Co-operative Association 
about twenty-two million pounds of 
the pooled crop at twenty-flTe cents 
a pound. 

No statement could be .secured 
from the Liggett A Myers Company 
nor the Burdey Association relative 
to the amount or price, but Ralph M. 
Barker, director of warehouses for 
the association, said that a consider- 
able amount had been bought for a 
figure which was very satisfactory. 

It was said that the outlook is 
bright for other big sales in the im- 
mediate future. Most of the nearly 
two millions pounds in the pool is 
ezpeetoS,to be sold soon, and all the 
hoMfBfS without much delay.

The increase In taxes collected in 
1921 over those collected in 1917 for 
State purposes was slightly more 
than one-third as much as the in- 
crease in taxes paid for county pur- 
poaaa for the sama pariods, accord- 
ing to a tabulation prepared for the 
General Assembly by State Tait Com- 
mission, which will be praattttad to 
members of t^&t body. 

The State taxes collected irt 1921 
were $7,7,766,231.45, as compared 
with $5,070,878 in 1917, an increase 
of $2,695,353.51, of 53.1 per cent, 
while the taxes paid for county pur- 
poses collected in 1921 were $14,- 
860,859. as compared with $6,124.- 
924.77 in 1917, an increase of $8,- 
725,934.23, or 142.4 per cent. 

The total State and coanty taxes 
collected in 1921 were $22,617,090.- 
71, as compared with $11,209,636.38 
in 1917, a comblnM increaaa of 
101.7 for both purposes. The coun- 
ties received $7,084,627.77 more in 
tazea for county purposes during 
1921 than did the State, accordlas to 
the tabulation. 

The State tax rate, under the tax 
commission law was fixed at 40 cents 
for all kinds of property exceut live- 
atoek and bank depoeita, which pay a 
rate of 10 cents. The 1917 State 
rate was 55 cents for all classes of 
property. The county rates in most 
instances, according to the'' tabula- 
tion, show increases ranging from 7 
to 60 cents on the $100 Taluation, 
the most of the increases ranging 
from 20 to 40 cents on the $100. In 
Allen, Muhlenburg, Nicholas and 
Robertson counties the rate has been 
lowered since 1917, while Bi^ill and 
Fleming counties had tlie same rate 
in 1921 that they had in 1917. 

The total assessed Taluation of 
property for State taxation in 1917, 
according to the commission, was 
t92S,456,481 and In 1921 It was $2. 
196,505,738. The assessed value of 
property for county taimtion in 1977 
was |92S,46<,481 and In 1921 was 
$1,527,406,272 intangibles and a 
AOBiber of other forms or property 
■oC bates taxed for eounty purpoaea.

The reported sale, at a satisfac- 
tory price, cf a large quantity of 
pledged tobacco to manufacturers 
cannot fail to be gratifying to those 
grrowers ta Bearboa Hputy who 
hare Joinad the pool. The Co-opera- 
tlye Burley Association has in a 
short time demonstrated that it can 
market tobacco, which was its an- 
nounced intention. 

Much has been accomplished. To 
take np, organise, finance and put 
into operation within a few months 
a corporation with fifty thousand 
stockholders, which will do a yearly 
business of thirty or. forty millions, 
is a remarkaMa aehiaraiBant. The 
receipt of tobaeeo has geoa on with- 
out a hitch, redrying haa been com- 
menced, the grading has been care- 
ful, and, on the whole, satisfactorily 
done, aad the cash advances have 
been prompt. And already the 
mannfaetiirenr have recc^fsed the 
economic value of the plan and have 
purchased some of the crop. 

The new Burley movement has 
been characterised by reasonable- 
ness. The leaders and the farmers 
themselves have gone on the as- 
sumption that the grower and the 
manufacturer have each their legiti- 
mate sphere, and that they can work 
in harmony together. It is to be 
doubted that the auction sales sys- 
tem was advantageous to either, and 
time is more likely than not to dem- 
onstrate that all parties will be bet- 
tar aatHftad with the new deal. 



"The Wfldemeas Read to Ken- 
tucky," by William Allen Pusey, has 
just been published by George H.
